I’ve seen 
the basic stock, and the finished stock, 
and they look good to me, indeed very 
good.

“Ordinarily, shooting factory loads or their home- 
brewed equivalent from a 458, benchrest, is too much 
for me. I’m just not big enough or strong enough to 
accommodate all that rampaging horsepower. Once 
the Ruger was equipped with a Counter Coil unit, 
however, | discovered control was no longer a prob- 
lem.

—And anyone making up a shoulder arm for 
a boy or woman is missing a good bet if he overlooks 


the benefits of Counter pop 
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somewhere in the $395 vicinity. Jim was 
showing it to interested parties at the 
Super Shoot, and Jim didn’t duck the 
tough ones; he showed it to a few fellows 
who wouldn't hesitate to tell the Presi- 
dent that he was crazy, if they felt that 
was a statement that needed saying. 
There was virtually unanimous opinion 
that this was a good action, with a lot 
going for it.

At 200 yards, Dale Boop 
triumphed over Bob DeMonstoy, and 
un-noticed, Don Geraci once agan fired a 
great final group of .420, and tied up the 
two gun title. 

At the final night awards ceremony, 
when Don Geraci was called on to accept 
the heavy bench award, he stunned the 
crowd by refusing to accept it, and asking 
instead that it be given to 12 year old Eric 
Euber, who had made such a run at the 
title, only to finish second. Don asked that 
the big trophy be given to him, and in- 
scribed with his name and agg, with no 
mention on the trophy of anything but his 
name and agg. The crowd gave both of 
them a standing round of applause, 
recognizing class when they saw it. 
During the ceremony, Skip Gordon, the 
father of the Supershoot, stopped the 
recitation of names and statistics, and 
said, ‘‘I’m doing this for no better reason 
than | want to.

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Interview With The Supershoot Winners 
“| Get By With A Little Help From My Friends” 


The Supershoot of 1982 found Lester 
Bruno winning heavy varmint, and Don 
Geraci winning both heavy bench and the 
two gun, which meant only having to 
interview two instead of three; the writer 
is grateful to Mr. Geraci for his 
thoughtfulness and cooperation in win- 
ning two, and making my job easier. 

The heavy varmint 100 yard went to 
Lester Bruno with groups of .095, .143, 
112, .247, and .270, turning up a 100 
yard aggregate of .1734, a new Super- 
shoot record. After three record groups, 
it was pretty obvious that Les was 
shooting ‘‘as if he was unconscious”’, as 
the saying goes, and many of us, in- 
cluding your writer, had target scopes 
trained on his target on the fourth record 
relay. Les is not one who shoots in what 
| would term the currently popular 
“Texas style’, namely ‘‘find a condition, 
and blast five shots down there before 
the rascal leaves’. Les shoots on the 
sighter, and shoots on the sighter, and 
shoots on the sighter. People like Seely 
Masker regard shooting next bench to 
Bruno roughly the same as they would 
regard a blind date with the High Queen 
of Hell. . . when you sit next to a guy from 
the ‘‘fire it fast’? school, once he’s done 
his little machine gun act, you’ve got 
peace and quiet for your own shooting. 

Well, with about three minutes to go, I'll 
let Lester tell it: ‘I'd been seating my 
bullets virtually without neck tension, just 
dropping the bullet in.

four shots down there, holding by guess 
and by golly, and that’s what | did. With 
about a couple of seconds of time left, | 
fired the fifth shot, ending up with a 
life-saving .247 group. It was only after 
the cease-fire that | noticed that Ron had 
a straight .222, and | had been firing a 
6PPC. If that fact had registered between 
my ears, I|’d have held off more for that 
wind than | did. Then the technicalities of 
a group with one 6MM and four .22 
calibers hit me, and | headed for the range 
master, to tell him the screwy tale. They 
scored it as 6MM. 

| remember watching all this from about 
50 yards away; none of us knew what the 
devil was going on, and when Lester and 
Ron Hoehn swapped rifles with 2 minutes 
to go, an unknown voice expressed the 
opinion of many of us at the time: ‘‘you 
know, I’m as nutty a gun trader as 
anyone, but swapping rifles in the middle 
of a group, which you’re leading the 
Supershoot, brother that’s WILD... ..!” 

Lester's rifle is a straightforward little 
cuss. An XP-100 action, unsleeved ... 
yes, unsleeved. . . with a6MM PPC Hart 
barrel thereon, gunsmithed by John 
Cays, with Lester doing his own fiber- 
glass stockwork. The barrel is heavy 
varmint configuration, but at 22 inch 
length, it weighs in at ten and a half 
pounds without trouble.

Federal primers. This is the same basic 
gun with which Les won the 1979 IBS 3 
gun agg at their Nationals, and also with 
which he won the light varmint grand agg 
at the 1980 Supershoot. This barrel, as 
of the time of Supershoot, had 650 
rounds through it. When | wandered over 
to Lester's loading area at the June 
Painted Post match, he didn’t have this 
rifle with him. From talking to him, | find 
he uses it sparingly, saving its usage for 
the bigger matches. When | asked him 
about the fact that the gun was un- 
sleeved, he replied that he felt that either 
an XP-100 or 40X, with their solid bot- 
toms, were sufficiently rigid, and he 


preferred to put the weight saved by not 
sleeving into the barrel. A 36 power 
Leupold topped it off. 

Don Geraci, the heavy bench as well as 
two gun champ, was a chap who might 
well have sung duet with Les on the old 
Beatles hit, ‘‘l Get By With A Little Help 
From My Friends’, because it was a 
friend that saved the Geraci bacon in the 
two gun. 

In the heavy bench, Don needed no 
help from anyone, a commanding per- 
formance for his mechanical rest rifle and 
first piace. That rifle, with a photo 
(hopefully) accompanying this article, 
was a .22PPC, with a Hart 1A action, and 
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— on your beautiful 4-shot group. That bad one could 
have been caused by many things, even the shooter. 
Elminate some of the possible causes with WILSON 
tools designed to reveal and correct cartridge 
problems.

optics being 36 Leupold. Load was an 
even 25.0 grains of H322, behind 52 grain 
Berger bullets. 

At the 100 yard stage, Don was firing 
his usual varmint rifle, a ten and a half 
pounder (same as Lester), a sleeved 700 
Remington action, .22PPC, Hart barrel, 
using 25.2 grains of ‘‘old’’ 4198, behind 
52 grain Berger bullets, gunsmithed by 
Bob Brackney. 

After the 100 yard stage (record groups 
of .196, .205, .352, .283, and .259, for an 
agg of .259, and 25th place), Don decided 
that the gun was not shooting up to par. 
That wasn’t as wild as it sounds, while a 
.259 agg is nothing to sneeze at, 
conditions were awful good for the 100 
yard heavy varmint stage, and a top level 
shooter like Geraci just isn’t used to 
having 24 shooters in front of him. 

While morbidly contemplating his ap- 
parent fate, Marcy Lyons, fellow Lou- 
isiana shooter, and the possessor of a 
“‘poison’”’ heavy varmint rifle, to use Tom 
Metzger’s patented adjective for those 
barreis or rifles that shoot far better than 
average wandered by. Marcy generously 
offered the use of his rifle for the 200 yard 
stage, and since they were firing on two 
different relays, with two relays between, 
the dual usage wasn’t that difficult. 

Using the borrowed Lyons rifle, with 
the wind being a bit nasty at 200 yards, 
nonetheless, Don fired groups of .724, 
.798, .374, .564, and .420, an agg of .288 
for fifth place at the distance, third place 
in the heavy varmint grand agg, and first 
place in the two gun. 

Marcy's rifle is described to me as a 
Hall action, 6MM PPC, Hart barrel, using 
Watson bullets, and firing ‘‘a caseload of 
4895 powder ... indeed we were drib- 
bling the powder in, using a drop tube’. 
It was gunsmithed by Harvey Miller. 

Those, then were the guns used by the 
two big winners at Supershoot X in 1982. 
Each of these outstanding shooters richly 
deserved his victory. Yet, each of them, 
in equipment trouble of one sort or an- 
other, was saved by ... a friend.

Long Bullet .22 and 6MM 


As you probably are aware, from my 
previous disertations, | am reasonably 
sensitive to recoil. My own opinion is that 
there are a lot of shooters in the same 
boat, but don’t realize it. | have seen 
relatively skilled skeet shooters start to 
miss when they get to station five and six. 
Now if you can break them all to station 
five, you can break them all unless 
something interferes. The interference is 
recoil. It may occur only in the subcon- 
scious, that head space, between the 
ears, or it may be physical hurt which 
causes flinching or lifting the head. Mine 
is all in the head space since there is no 
apparent physical hurting. 

My first bout with recoil at Silhouette 
Shooting was the first time at the game, 
with Emory Tooly’s 30-06 at Black 
Canyon in 1975. Nine out of 40 was, | 
thought, less than my capability. Nev- 
ertheless it got me interested. 


The barrels became available and the 
first was chambered for the 6MM In- 
ternational reduced to .224. The maxi- 
mum velocity with this case and the 100 
grain bullet turned out to be about 3000 
feet per second. On top of that the long 
bullet was not accurate, about 2 minute 
of angle. The suspicion was that the long 
1.220” 100 grain boat-tail bullet was too 
long for the 7” twist. 

The next alteration included an in- 
crease in case size by increasing 
chamber length to 2.200” from 2.012”. 
40.5 grains of 4831 still gave poor ac- 
curacy with 100 grain. So the bullet was 
shortened to 1.155. This was a result of 
trying some bullets made from 6MM 
jackets donated by Dan Hufnail. Even- 
tually also, the boat-tail was shortened. 
This improved the balance so that 3/4 
minute of angle was attained in good 
conditions. There were indications that

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the bullet fabrication had some faults as 


many .25” to .30” four shot groups oc- 
curred with one flyer making the group .7” 
or .8”. This will need to be worked on 
later, probably with a new core seating 
die. 

The bullet is now 93 grains, 1.155” 
long, with a short .125” boat-tail. When 
it became evident that 3/4 minute of angle 
was available, efforts were directed at 
determining the down-range ballistics. 

The first efforts at the Ilion Fish and 
Game gave disappointing results with 
ballistic coefficients around .43 to .45. 
Since the accuracy of the results was 
limited by using a single chronograph, 
and attempt was made to find a second 
one so that velocities could be taken 
down range at the same time as muzzle 
velocities. Jack Deming kindly shipped 
his Ohler 33 and we were in business. 

Since an improvement in measurement 
accuracy was being sought, a check on 
the range seemed desirable. Guess what, 
the range turned out to be 324.5 feet 
instead of 300 feet. Eventually the range 
was moved to Bill Cotter’s place below 
Little Falls as the range at Illion was too 
busy and required a one man crew to walk 
down range to read the 100 yd. chro- 
nograph. 

The upshot of these efforts produced 
.52 to .54 ballistic coefficients from 
Wolfe-Mannes tables. With the 93 grain 
bullet, 40.5 grains of 4831 gave 3070 
f.p.s. average at 5 feet from the muzzle. 
With a .53 B.C., the energy at 500 meters 
calculated to be 965 foot pounds, not 
quite enough to be sure of knocking over 
that heavy ram. A little higher muzzle 
velocity would probably do it. But since 
the .22 is not legal for silhouette anyway, 
it will be left for later effort and the 6MM 
work completed. 

In the interest of economy, my old alma 
mater, Remington, was requested to do 
the barrel work on the 6MM. 

The 6MM bullet design aimed at a 110 
grain bullet turned out to have a 2.85 
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caliber length of point with a 3.5” radius 
secant ogive and a short boat-tail. We 
had learned quite a bit from the .22, along 
boat-tail was tried but we didn’t expect 
much and were not disappointed. 

The barrels were chambered for the 
regular 6MM Remington with a tight neck 
to increase case life. The 7%” twist 
barrels with 46.5 grains of 4831 gave the 
final 105 grain bullet an average velocity 
of 3070 at 5 feet. The ballistic coefficients 
from Mannes tables averages .52. This 
gives the 105 grain bullet about 1125 
foot-pounds at 500 meters. 

In two different matches, one at the 
Williamsport range and one at the 
Montoursville range, it did knock over the 
ram with no difficulties. Reports that the 
Nosler 100 grain bullet will also do it have 
not been verified. More later. 

The pictures show the range set up. 
The 12 volt lights on the down range 
screens were added in attempts to im- 
prove the readings in cloudy weather. It 
was later discovered that the chrono- 
graph, a Schmidt-Wesson, would read 
O.K. in cloudy weather with fresh bat- 
teries. 

The cartridge and bullet photo shows 
the larger .22 case, the International case 
and both .22 and 6MM experimental 
bullets. 


It was thought that a 7MM using the 
Hornady 162 Match would have a suf- 
ficient reduction in recoil to improve the 
scores. | started working on a 6MM 
Remington case since | had reamers 
which would produce it. Scores went up 


a little but never beyond Class A, 12-15 
out of 40. So the same case was fired for 
the 6.5. This, of course, was essentially 
an Americanized 6.5 x 55. The Sierra 140 
Match King and the 139 Norma Match 
both worked well and though scores went

The #3BR Benchrest Powder Measure 


Redding Reloading Equipment have 
been making a powder measure for many 
years. Richard W. Beebe, President of 
Redding, during a chat, came forth with 
an attitude that, if you can’t make it 
better, then leave it alone. Redding has 
been making some fine items for the 
reloader for a long time. During the past 
few years, efforts have been made to 
improve what was in existence, and a 
number of new products are now offered, 
which we will get into a bit later. Right 
now, | want to report on their new #3BR 
powder measure. 

There are hundreds of the older model 
powder measure in use by handloaders 
and it’s a good measure to be sure. The 
new model, however, has a number of 
improvements, and for the benchrest 
shooter, all the improvements are the 
kind that are of interest to us. A quick look 
and not much change is obvious, other 
than the addition to a powder baffle in the 
lower section of the powder reservoir. 
The big item of improvement, for my 
money, is the micrometer used to set the 
amount of powder to be thrown. On the 
outside, it looks like the old model 3. But 
this is a vastly improved micrometer. 

Redding has spent a lot of time in 
making this micrometer unit that offers 
zero backlash, and therefore offers 
perfectly repeatable powder settings. 
Does it work as advertized? Well, that’s 
what we wanted one for; to check it out. 

We unpacked the new measure and 
using the enclosed directions, put things 
together. The first item of importance 
was to degrease all of the powder flow 
areas, for the unit is shipped with a rust 
preventative. While doing this little task, 
an inspection of the workmanship on the 
inside and the drum was made. The drum 
fits the body casting! And all areas inside 
the measure where powder is going to 
flow are machined to a slick finish, with 
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no little hickes that might hang up powder 
along the way. As a matter of fact, ev- 
erything inside and out is finished off in 
top order. 

The old lock screw that used to hold the 
micrometer is still on the left side of the 
drum. The #3BR, however, uses this 
thumb screw to hold the micrometer 
setting locked in place after a setting is 
made. On the left side of the drum, next 
to the operating handle, is a set screw 
which holds the micrometer in place in the 
drum. And just to assure that the mi- 
crometer assembly doesn’t by chance 
loosen up and jack things up, there is a 
set screw showing that has another one 
just like it under it which assures a 
positive lock-up. 

The micrometer is finished in black and 
the marking is white, all very readable. 
The thimble of the mic has five major 
indices, a secondary line half way be- 
tween numbers and four indices between 
secondary lines, therefore, a total of nine 
between numbers. Four rotations of the 


thimble or outer fine readings and the 
number 20 shows up. It is very easy to 
reset to any prerecorded readings. 

As indicated above, a lot of time and 
effort went into obtaining the advertised 
zero backlash. The real test is the using 
and perhaps abusing to some degree, the 
setting and checking of the assembly. 

A chart is furnished with the measure 
for a guide in setting initially for Dupont, 
Winchester and Hercules powder. | 
wanted to check with some of the 
powders that are widely used currently by 
the benchrest gang, so went for H-322 in 
the range of 24 to 28 grains. A little 
fooling around and | had 27.0 grains 
which seemed like a good starting point. 
Next | threw charges to become familiar 
with the measure and what it took to 
throw H-322. | found that for me, the 
measure seemed to do best with a 
somewhat rapid movement of the handle 
rather than a slow movement, but without 
banging the measure around. In short 
order, | was able to throw 27.0 grains of 
H-322 with little or no error on the powder 
scale, and far below a 1/10 grain error. 
Everything was just dandy. The drum

Once | felt that | had the measure under 
control, | established readings on the mic 
for several different loads and recorded 
them. Then the big test; Does the mic 
repeat and indeed have zero backlash? It 
sure does. Regardless of the amount or 
direction | moved the setting, | could get 
perfect repeatability after throwing five or 
six charges. 

Next a check with other easy to throw 
powders such as H-335, H-380, W-748, 
etc. No problem. | then went to 4895 and 
things went smoothly. And, by the way, 
it turns out that in the range of 24 to 28 
grains of these powders, each minor 
indices turns out to be darn close to 1/10 
grain, which makes it just nifty when 
working up a load and making minor 
changes in the powder charge. And 
working up a chart for setting using 
different powders is quite simple and 
quick. The unit will throw 1/2 up to 100 
grains of powder and there is no need for 
more than one see-thru plastic drop tube. 
The tube supplied covers .22 to .600. 

Redding can also supply a special 
pistol metering chamber for the pistol 
handloader. They can also supply a 
bench stand to hold the measure above 
the loading bench top. 

As large tubular grain powders, 4198 
and up, were put through the #3BR, the 
usual and expected errors developed, 
and these errors were of the same 
magnitude as are usually experienced. 

The #3BR has perfect repeatability 
and therefore has a qualified place on the 
loading bench for those that find the rapid 
setting of a powder measure a require- 
ment. And in addition, the quality 
throughout is top shelf. The current price

in 6MM and .224 calibers, would be very 
close to the Swift in the category of case 
strength. Considerably behind would be 
the .222 and .222 magnum. Both of these 
two, from my observations of their usage 
at matches, will have the primer pockets 
expand before we have any appreciable 
trouble with split necks. 

One must remember . . .no matter how 
strong and tough the brass is, the big 
factor, in the end, will be... is the 
barrel-bolt fit correct? 

The PPC is a very usable case, al- 
though one does have to use special care 
in breeching it up. Tim Bolinger wrote me 
recently ... they had two 40X rifles come 
into their shop recently with the bolts 
frozen closed so badly that they could not 
open them. . . due to the way that they 
had been breeched up... thatis NOT a 
$10.00 repair job!
